Fear. of Reserve Action at Meetings 
In Washington Dwindles—Loans :to

WASHINGTON, April 2.—With Rep- 
resentative Hamilton Fish of..New 
York defending the action of Charles 
E. Mitchell, president of the National 
City Bank, in extending aid to’ the 
borrowers following last Tuesday’s 
break on the Stock Exchange, and 
with Senator Carter Glass reiterating 
his demand that Mr. Mitchell’s res- 
igation as a Class A director of the 
New York reserve bank be requested 
by the Reserve Board, the contro- 
versy over speculative activities. on 
the exchanges was reopened on Capi- 
tol Hill today with added vigor. 

Meanwhile, the members of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board and the gover- 
nors of the twelve Federal Reserve 
banks continued separate confer- 
ences at which the credit. situation 
and other phases of the Federal Re- 
serve System’s operations were con- 
sidered, but no announcement was 
made. If the governors complete 
their work tomorrow, it is’ probable 
that they will make a report to the 
Rescrve Board before nightfall, and 
ehy announcement dealing . withthe 
credit problem or other matters.will 
be withheld at least until that time 

For a part of the time: the gover- 
nors met with attorneys.of some of 
the reserve banks, and at this ses- 
sion at least it was Jntimatea that 
subjects other than’ speculation and 
its effect upon the credit structure 
of the nation were discussed. 

Won’t Talk About Bank Rate. 

Inquiries as to whether an increase 
in reciscount ates was. .to be éx- 
pected following the regular meet- 
ing of the New York Reserve Bank 
on Thursday, or that of the directors 
‘of the Chicago Reserve Bank on Fri- 
day, fell on deaf ears. It is believed 
in some circles here. that decision on 
this phase of the situation may. be 
influenced to no smal]l extent by the 
conclusions reached by the confer- 
ences, and there is a division of opin- 
ion as to what may happen. 

In some quarters the opinion is 
heard that the Reserve Board may 
be content merely to follow out its 
present policy of holding a tight rein 
on the rediscount facilities of the Re- 
serve banks, convinced that last 
Tuesday’s break on the New York 
Stock Exchange, and the high money 
rate that has continued almost unin- 
terruptedly. since that time, is cer- 
tain to force a liquidation of the 
huge total of brokers’ loans soon if 
the Reserve banks hold firm. 


Fish Attacks Senator Glass. 


Mr. Fish’s defense of Mr. Mitchell 
took the form of. a sharp attack 
upon the attitude of Senator Glass. 
He pictured the Senator as stepping 
out of his proper réle in seeking to 
direct action by the Reserve Board, 
contended that Mr. Mitchell in fact 
had averted a panic, and added that 
Senator Glass should remember that 
the financial transactions in New 
York were larger in one week than 
those of the State of Virginia in a 
year. He endorsed a recommenda- 
tion made by Mr, Mitchell’s bank a 
a rise in rediscount rates to 6 
cent, and expressed the belief at 
such a ate’ would be sufficient’ to 
end excesses in the peers market.

RECAPTURE LOOMS 
AS TRANSIT SOLUTION 


City Likely to Resort to’ This 
Course Even if !. R. T. Loses 
Its 7-Cent Fare Suit. 


MAYOR RECASTS PROGRAM 


Seeks Substitute for Finance 
Corporation Blocked by De- 
feat of Bill at Albany. 


Mayor Walker, in cooperation with: 
the Transit Commission and the 
Board of Transportation, began yes- 
terday to reformulate the city’s pro- 
gram for rapid transit unification. 
The outstanding problem, they de- 
clared, was to find a satisfactory 
substitute for the public corporation 
plan of financing embodied in the 
Untermyer transit control bill which 
was killed in the Legislature. 
Although Mayor Walker and his 


transit advisers have already made 


it clear that they are strongly in- 


‘clined to resort as soon as possible 


to recapture, no decision on that 
point is likely to be reached uwnhtil 
after the United States Supreme 
Court hands.down the fare decision. 
For the present the city will bend 
its efforts. toward. effecting unifice~ 
tion with. the B. M. tet now fiparing 
completion. 


Foresee Adequate Syeteek, 


If the high court upholds the 
seven-cent fare the city, it is be- 
lieved, will at once authorize the 
Transit Commission to serve notice 
of recapture upon both the I. R. T 
and B. M. T. The Transit Commis- 
sion is convinced that by this method 
an adequate and comprehensive uni- 
fied system could -be_ established. 
Such a course will involve litigation 
over the validity of recapture and 
will also make it necessary for the 
city to prepare an adequate financ- 
ing plan for absorption of the pri- 
vately operated lines, so that it 
would be in a position to take them 
over when a year expired. 

A decision preserving the five-cent 
fare is expected to result in abandon- 
ment by the I. R. T. of its policy of 
blocking legislation to set up a board 
of transit control. Mayor Walker’s 
advisers predict that sustaining of 
the nickel farevwillmean that the 
I. R. T. will jump at the chance to 


exchange its securities for. bonds of 
a public corporation and enter into 
a unification plan which arantees 
a minimum return, regardless of how 
the city may choose to make up any 
deficits incurred in operating the 
unified system.

But Administration Rejects Idea 
of Modifying Sherman Act 
For Federal Regulation. 


MITCHELL RENDERS RULING 


Institute Body Will Receive This 
Today as Basis of Refusal of: 
Government Sanction.

WASHINGTON, April :2.—A: dead- 
lock is impending in the latest ef- 
forts to bring about a nation-wide ar- 
rangement for the conservation of 
the oil resources of the country, ‘with 
which the Federal Government and 
the private petroleum interests have 
been concerned for years. 

Developments today indicated that 
when a delegation of the American 
Petroleum Institute meets tomorrow 
in Washington with the members of 
the Federal Oil Conservation Board 
for the purpose of tackling the prob- 
lem, it will be found that legal and 
other obstacles will prevent the car- 
rying out of the agreement advanced 
at the meeting of the Petroleum In- 
stitute in New York last week to 
keep production by its members this 
year down to the 1928 level. 

Attorney General Mitchell has _ren- 
dered an opinion which,. while no 
disclosure is made in régard to its 
conclusions, cannot be otherwise, it 
is asserted, than a riling that any. 
agreement of oil prodticers’ to’ iinit 
production or otherwisé to take’ 
to contro). the country’s oll” supply 
would be contrary to the Sherman 
anti-trust law. Such an opinion 
suggests that it would be necessary 
to obtain legislation by Congress in, 
order to permit a nation-wide con- 
servation policy to be carried out 
along these lines; and ‘it-was made 
apparent today that any such’ un- 
dertaking would run contrary to 
President Hoover’s aversion k9 s sisee 
fixing. 

To modify the Sherman act per- 
taining to restraint of trade and'com- 
merce by permitting interstate agree- 
ments for controlling oil production, 
to be regulated by: a Federal com- 
mission, is construed by the admin- 
istration as meaning Federal, regu- 
lation of prices, to which the Presi- 
dent is fundamentally opposed. 


Agreements Legal Within 4@ State. 


Attorney General Mitchell’s opin- 
ion was rendered in response to a 
request: from Secretary >of the In- 
terior Wilbur, who is chairman of 
the Oil Conservation Board, as to 
the legality of the Petroleum Insti- 
tute’s program. As Solicitor Gen- 
eral, Mr.’ Mitchell rendered an. opin- 
ion ‘during the Coolidge Administra- 
tion ‘to the effect that interstate 
agreements between competitors to 
curtail oil production would not be 
legal, but that agreements . entered 
into among producers within a State 
would have a legal status. 

Mr. Wilbur conferred with Presi- 
dent Hoover during the day, going 
over the situation in advance of to- 
morrow’s session and obtaining the 
President’s views. 


At. the Department of the Interior 
it was said that the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s opinion would: not be. made 
public, if at all, until after it had 
been read and considered at. the 
meeting of the Federal Oil Conser- 
vation .Board and the delegates. of 
the Petroleum Institute. But it.was 
indicated ‘clearly in . administration 
circlés that the anti-trust laws would 
prevent the éarrying out of the Pe- 
troleum Institute’s arrangement, and 
no doubt remains that this informa- 
tion was based on the veto by the 
Attorney General. 

For the present, at least, the order 
of President Hoover withdrawing all 
government oil lands from exploita- 
tion through leasing to private com- 
panies or individuals is the extent 
of Federal conservation actions. That 
order affects only 2 per cent of the 
potential oil supply of the country. 

It is not unlikely that some effort 
to check depletion will be proposed 
in Congress. But in the face of the 
administration’s  anti- price - fixing

TUTTLE TO PUSH INQUIRY 


Will-Start Calling Witnesses Today 
to Prepare for Open Bank- 
ruptcy Hearings. 


Marcus Helfand, attorney at. 225 
Broadway and friend of former Fed- 
eral Judge Francis A. Winslow, was 
indicted by the Federal grand: jury 
yesterday on a charge of embezzle- 
ment. He pleaded not guilty before 
Federal Judge Henry W. Goddard 
and was released in $3,000 bail. 

Helfand,’ while under investigation 
before Federal Judge John C. Knox, 
with respect to his fitness to practice 
at-the Federal bar of the Southern 
District of New York, resigned from 
that bar and from the Federal bar 
of the Eastern District and the New 
York State bar. He resigned also, as 
receiver and trustee in several bank- 
ruptcy and equity cases. 

The indictment against Helfand 
contains three counts. The aggregate 
amount he is alleged to have em- 
bezzled is $12,500. It is set forth 
that he drew three checks illegally 
against the Equitable Radio Corpora- 
tion. The first, dated May 20, 1926, 
was for $4,500; the second, dated 
Oct. 25, 1927, was for $3,000, ‘and the 
third, dated July 10, 1928, was 
for $5,000. 


Trace Bank Accounté. 
It is alleged that these amounts 
were afterward deposited by Helfand 


Kno%‘in ‘the inquiry into Helfand’s 
‘fitness to, practice at. the Federal 
‘bar * here. 

‘Almost imimediately after this dis- 
closure Helfand, through David P. 
Siegel, his. attorney,: announced his 
resignation from the Federal barof 
this district, admitting that Mr. Tut- 
tle had uncovered a “technical in- 
discretion,’’ but asserting that. he 
had failed to prove the more impor- 
tant charge that Helfand had 
claimed or possessed undue influence 
over’ Judge Winslow’s court decis- 
ions. The investigation had not been 
concluded at the time, and Mr. Tut- 
tle said he would join Mr. Siegel in 
a ‘request to Judge Knox for a de- 
cision. Mr. Siegel said he thought 
such a decision would be ‘‘purely 
academic’? and would not:seek it. 

It was shown at the investigation 
that, after the general bankruptcy 
irregularities had been disclosed 
here, Frank Drucker, a clerk in 
Helfand’s office, drew $5,000 from 
his own personal account and depos- 
ited it to the bankruptcy account of 
the Equitable Radio Corporation.

Only fragmentary reports had been 
received by President Portes Gil, and — 
it may-be morning before the full 
story of ‘the two-day Jimenez battle 
is known in Mexico City.

Correspondent Sees Artillery Duel 
and Clash of Planes, 
Copyright, 1929, by The Chicago Tribune Co. 

BEFORE JIMENEZ, WITH THE

ESCOBAR APPEAL TO AMERICA. 


Rebel Head Scores Our Sale of Arms 
to Federals. 


EL ‘PASO; Texas, April 2 @.—A 
telegram. from. General Escobar ad- 
dressed to ‘‘the American people,” 
attacking ‘the “powerful House of 
Morgan,’’ was revealed by Franco 
Urias, the Mexican rebel Consul here, 
today. — : 


“The rights of foreigners in. Mex- 
ico have been disregarded except 
when their interests were connected 
with. the. private interests of Calles 
himself, or when he Chonght he could 
use them to strengthen his position 
pont tro Mexico,” the message 
said. 


‘This is the case with the power- 
ful House. of Morgan, whose repre- 
sentative, Mr. Morrow (the United 
States Ambassador), seems to care 
more for his own personal financial 
standing than for loyalty in repre- 
senting his great country. . 

‘‘The Mexican people wonder with 
all sorrow if financial interests of 
great banking organizations’ can 
carry more weight in the: mind of 
the President of the United States, 
whose country is the classic. land. of 
liberty, than freedom and the wel- 
fare of a friendly nation.’’ ' 

The message described the Calles 
régime, as one of ‘‘despoliation and 
violation,”” and called President 
Portes Gil a ‘‘mere puppet of Calles.’’ 
The revolutionists, General Escobar 
said, had combinéd to free the coun- 
try of an unjust leader. 5 

“In view of this,’’ the mes 
added, ‘‘we cannot but feel confi- 
dent that the United States Adminis- 
tration, disregarding the suggestions 
of an Am dor who. represents 
only a small group of interests, will 
give heed: to the opinion. of the ma- 
jority of. liberty-loving citizens of 
America.

Roosevelt indicated,clearly today, at 
a public hearing on the Thompson 
bill creating a tenth, Judicial: dis- | BRS, 
trict by dividing the Second district, 
that he believed the proposal ‘was 
unconstitutional. For that reason he 
is expected to veto the measure. 

Under the bill the counties of 
Queens, Nassau and Suffolk would 
compose the proposed new Tenth 
district, while the Second district 
would be made up of Kings and 
Richmond. .Counties, 

The Governor told Senator Thomp- 
son of Nassau, sponsor of the meas- 
ure, that he believed the Second dis- 
trict was entitled to two additional 
Supreme Court Justices because of 
the. rapid increase in population, 
He stated that when the present 
Second Judicial District was created 
in 1905 it was through an amend- 
ment to the Constitution, and added: 

“T do not believe you can increase 
the judicial district except by an 
amendment to the Constitution. It 
seems to me that the Constitution 
is_pretty clear on this point. There 
is nothing, however, to prevent the 
Legislature from providine for two 
more Supreme Court Justices in the 
Second district because of the cof- 
gestion ‘of court, calendars.’ 

Senator Thompson Dissents. 

Senator Thompson told” the Gov- 
ernor that he had consulted with 
various lawyers\.in the,.drafting ..of 
the bill and that he did not feel “it 
was a violation’ of the State basic 
law. 

“T- think this would’be a solution 
for the congestion of the courts in 
the Second District, and I do not 
know of any one who is opposed to 
the bill,’ the Senator said. ‘‘There 
is no polities in this proposal. The 
new Tenth district naturally would 
be Democratic.”’ 

Judge Roy B. Davis, representing 
the Nassau County Bar Association, 
also urged the Governor to approve 
the bill in the interest of relieving 
court congestion in the present Sec- 
ond district. 

“The calendars in the Second Dis- 
trict are at least two years’ behind, 
and the best way to relieve that 
situation is to approve this bill,’ 
said Judge Davis. 

‘*Aren’t they catching up a little 
in court work down there?” the Gov- 
ernor asked. 

“No, I should say it was getting 
worse instead of better,” Judge 
Davis replied. 

“T think you are entitled to two 
more Surreme Court Justices in the 
Second Distrfict on the basis of pop- 
ulation,’’ the Governor added. 

‘Thera seems to be a difference of 
= about that,’’ Judge Davis 
said. 

“If vou: could have two more jus- 
tices down there it would help out 
the situation. wouldn’t it?’’ Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt asked. 

“Yes, no doubt it would,’’ Judge 
Davis replied. 

No one appeared at the hearing in 
opposition to the measure, but the 
Governor announced he had received 
several letters from lawyers urging 
disapproval of the bill on the ground

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Dwellings Bill Hearing Monday. 


Governor Roosevelt announced to- 
day he would hold a hearing Mon- 
day at 12:30 o’clock on the Hof- 
stadter-Story multiple dwellings bill, 
which provides for revision of the 
New York City tenement house law. 
The New York City Administration 


opposed the measure while it was 
pending before the Legislature, con- 
tending that it violated the home 
rule law and the city’s zoning ordi- 
nance.

ITS FIRST ASSEMBLY | s 


Emir Abdallah Officiates With 
Deputies in Colorful Tribal 
- Robes or Morning Coats.

AMMAN, Transjordania, April 2.— 
The Emir Abdullah formally opened 
the first Legislative Assembly of the 
Transjordania Government today. 
The occasion was a festive one, the 
town being gayly decorated with 
banners, national flags and floral 
arches in celebration of the memo- 
rable event. 

The Emir, attired in military uni- 
form, arrived at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing and made an imposing entry into 
the, newly built,.. small‘ Assembly 
Hall, : where .he was awaited by 
Colonel Cox, the chief British repre- 
sentative; Hassan Chalid Pasha, the 
Prime Minister, and various British 
advisers to the Transjordanian Gov- 
ernment. 

Twenty-two Deputies, picturesquely 
robed in the costumes of the ancient 
Bedouin, Abayeh and Kefieh and 
in ultra-modern European morning 
coat, were present. 

His Hi hness took the oath, and 
his speech, wrapped in a green silk 
bag, was handed to the Premier, 
who, after kissing the cover, read 
the speech, the audience standing 
and Abdullah sitting. Colonel «Cox 
read a letter of congratulation from 
Sir John Chancellor, High Commis- 
sioner to Palestine and Transjor- 
dania, and the Emir responded ina 
few words. of thanks. 

The Deputies were then sworn in, 
nineteen of them read the oath and 
three, illiterate, repeated it after 
their ‘colleagues. 

The Premier presiding, commit-

400 ARABS ARE SLAIN 
IN NEW WAHABI RAID 


Tribesmer Wipe. Out Rival canes 
—5,000 Concentrate Near 
Transjordan Border.

More than 400 Howeitats, members 
of one of the most famous Arabian 
tribes, were killed.

The 
chieftain of this tribe isa cousin of 
the noted Auja Abutyab mentioned 
in Colonel T. E. Lawrence’s book;

ROME, April 2 (Jewish Telegraphic

SEES MOVE TO MULCT CITY 


®ourt Charges Price Was Based on 
Mythical Four-Foot Fill -of 
Watershed Property.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., April 2.— 
fenouncing the awards fixed by a 
eondemnation commission of approx- 
dmately $8,000 an acre for swamp 
fland in the Lake Mohansic district 
of Westchester County as ‘‘excessive 
and extravagant,’’ Supreme Court 
Justice Morschauser in an opinion 
filed today denied confirmation of 
the commissioners’ report and held 
up their bills for fees and disburse- 
ments together with the counsel fees 
and disbursements that the commis- 
sion recommended be paid. 

The land, about sixty acres, is in 
and about Crom Pond. It was ac- 
quired by New York City for the 
protection of its water supply from 
contamination. The proceedings to 
acquire the property were started in 
December, 1927, the condemnation 
commissioners being appointed by 
Justice Morschauser early last year. 
Their report was filed’ several weeks 
ago, but the confirmation was op- 

osed by Edward F. Joyce and 

rank T. Fitzgerald of the office of 
the New York Corporation Counsel, 


who advised the court to make a per- 
sonal inspection of the property. 


Awards Total $478,245. 


The commissioners, each or whom 
submitted a bill for $3,500 for fees 
and. expenses, are Hugh McLough- 
lin of 133 West 188th Street, New 


York; John Conroy of 304 West 
Highty-ninth Street, New York, and 
William H. Gregor of Yorktown, 
N. Y. In a report filed several 
weeks ago they made awards total- 
ing $473,245.92 for a total of 60.134 
acres that is said to be ‘‘low, wet, 
swampy marshland.’’ 

The opinion of Justice Morschauser 
follows in part: 

“The first separate report of the 
commissioners appointed should not 
be confirmed for the reason that it 
is erroneous in principle and theory, 
excessive and extravagant in the 
amount awarded, and based on con- 
ditions not supported by the proof 
herein. 

“With the exception of Parcel E-2 
the properties acquired by the city 
are admitted by the claimants’ wit- 
nesses to be low, wet, swampy 
marshland, and in its actual physical 
eondition when acquired not usable 
for any practicable purpose. 

“The commissioners adopted an 
t@rroneous principle in that evidence 
was admitted and considered and 
awards were made based on the 
theory that the swampy land ac- 
quired was actually filled with a 
four-foot fill and no longer swampy 
when, as a fact, there was no such 
fill and, according to the tests of the 
city’s experienced engineering wit- 
nfsses, such a fill was impracticable 
om the basis assumed by the claim- 
afits’ witnesses and prohibitive in 
ec st if filled for the purpose of prac- 
tical use.”’ 

Justice Morschauser points out in

Russian Fleet Petition Is Denied. 

WASHINGTON, April 2 ().—A pe- 
tition by the Russian volunteer fleet 
for $1,500,000 redress for vessels 
requisitioned by the United States 
Shipping Board under an act of 1917 
has been dismissed by the United 
States Court of Claims on the ground 
that Americans have no status in 
Soviet Russian courts: and. conse- 
quently Soviet citizens cannot brnig 
claims in American courts.

vibrates by. 
One of them, indeed—he stood 


nearest Pahwak in the old days—is 
beginning to turn a little pink about 
the ears. That is said to be a good 
sign. Mahout Fellowes could not tell 
the cause, but thought it probably 
came from a desire to be under a 
golden canopy, with two personal 
keepers always in attendance. 

It is not impossible that’ Mahout 
Fellowes may be able to treat Indi- 
ana to another Pahwah. Certainly 
he will if he can.

Survey Shows That Part of 10,000 
Cars. in Midtown. Exceeds Limit. 


Of 10,000 cars parked in.the mid- 
town section of Manhattan 23.4 per 
cent remain from two to eight hours 
beyond the one-hour limit, If the 
one-hour parking ordinance were 
“rigidly enforced,’’ an increase of 25 
per cent in streét»space would be- 
come ‘‘instantly available.’’ 

These were -the findings of the 
parking committee of the Citizens’ 
Street Traffic Committee of the City 
of New York, Inc.,: which made pub- 
lic yesterday the results of a survey.

After all this, it was a 
positive relief to hear the orchestra 
enunciate a clearly drawn Indian 
theme.

As for his war dance, 
it is all too palpably akin to the 
dance of the icked Katschei and 
his crew.in Stravinsky’s ‘‘Oiseau de 
Feu.” This -is not accusation of 
plagiarism.

Mr. Stokowski made scrupulous e 
forts -to keep to the sonorities and 
timbres of. Mozart's orchestra. In a 
very large measure he succeeded in 
this, but at a loss of spirit and spon- 
taneity in performance. The playing 
of the symphony was not art which 
concealed art; on the contrary, it 
was obvious and self-conscious. It 
must not be forgotten that within the 
limits of his orchestral palette Mo- 
zart achieves effects which are often 
very brilliant and even dramatic. Of 
what avail to play a chord which em- 
phatically ends’a movement softly, 
or -half -loud, sink no such effect 
was dreamed of by the composer? 
This does not. demodernize Mozart; 
it simply emasculates him. 

The wild and victorious ‘music of 
Beethoven—music -inspired-by-a — 
ple drama, but actually, as Wa, 
acutely observed, music: in w ich 
Beethoven ‘voices as no other com- 
poser the cry ‘for human liberty and 
abhorrence of the powers of dark-

THE TOW-OFF. 


Over some phases of automobile 
parking there-has long been sharp 
controversy. Many observers of our 
crowded city streets, particularly in 
mid-Manhattan, have thought that it 
might be desirable still. further to 
curtail the existing: privilege in the 
interest of an easier flow of traffic. 
Chicago’s example is often cited. 
The parking ban in the Loop district 
there has been in effect for more 
than a year, and there are no signs 
of its repeal. Conditions in New 
York are somewhat different, and 
the merchants.of the midtown dis- 
trict do. not want to see New York 
follow Chicago’s example: Some of 
them have even criticized the meas- 
ures which Commissioner WHALEN 








has taken in the theatre district, 


though the evening parking ban 
there has apparently come to stay. 

On one phase of the problem all 
are agreed. It’is that the existing 
regulations should’ be rigidly  en- 
forced. This is not easy. It requires 
a large and costly police detail to 
check up on the parked cars. Just 
how many overstay the one-hour 
limit is a moot question. A recent 
survey by the Fifth Avenue Associa- 
tion purported to show that 75 per 
cent of the parked cars are left at 
the curb for less than half an hour 
and that yery few outstay their wel- 
come. Other estimates have placed 
the number of offenders much 
higher. Commissioner WHALEN now 
plans to take drastic action against 
the “curb hogs,” resorting to the 
use of the old ordinance, recently 
tried out in the theatre district, 
under which the Street Cleaning De- 
partment may remove vehicles ob- 
structing the streets and hold them 
pending payment of a $10 fine. The 
new régime is to go into effect 
April 8. 


MODERN SALES ARGUMENTS. 


Not. only manufacturers, adver- 
tisers and salesmen, but consumers 
as well, may read with interest an 
address to the general public which 
THEODORE MACMANUS, an advertis- 
ing agent, published on two pages in 
Tuesday's TIMES. Many of the things 
he says have often come to mind as 
the average citizen has looked over 
advertising pages, billboards, signs 
and the like since the “ wise-crack- 
ing” era of sales talks came in. 
“ Are we all silly, or is it just adver- 
tising that is silly?” is the form in 
which Mr. MACMANUs puts the ques- 
tion. He answers: 

Probably we are all silly, but we 
all have our underlying sanities. 
Advertising has gone amuck in 
that it has mistaken the surface 
silliness for the sane, solid’ sub- 
stance of an. averagely ‘decent 
human nature. 

Many in the professional advertis- 
ing: class will contend that Mr. MAc- 
MANUS is too harsh. They will point 
to the fact that so-called “ wise- 
cracking ” advertisements have pro- 
duced sales over periods long enough 
to have shown a reaction if the pub- 
lic felt it was being deceived. They 
charge to a general wish to be en- 
tertained the growing prevalence of 
smart epigrams in advertising. They 
insist that if on behalf of a motor 
manufacturer, for example, his 
agency causes to be continuously 
published a line like “The Maure- 
tania of Motors ”’ the public does not 
take them to guarantee the fastest 
automobile in the market. People, 
they say, enjoy the pleasure of the 
bright idea. Mr. MACMANUS, on the 
other hand, believes that this sort 
of thing, and particularly its abuse, 
makes markets 

which must continuously be re- 
newed and rebuilt. A new audi- 
ence must. be gathered over and 
over again around the gasoline 
flare of the hawker’s wagon. A 
million or so of young men and 
women come of age every year, 
and they frequently fall easy prey 
for the exaggerations, fads and 
fancies of the advertising moment. 

He thinks, in fine, that such ad- 
vertising is based on the theory that 
most buyers are fools...He does not 

“specify, but his well-written para- 
graphs bring to the mind’s eye cer- 
tain. advertising catch-phrases and 
claims for commodities which mani- 
festly cannot be considered responsi- 
ble or conservative. Many who have 
surveyed the printed page, gazed at 
the illuminated sign, read the bill- 
board ‘and listened to the radio will 
agree with Mr. MACMANUs that. it 
would seem “ beauty, health, learn- 
ing and success” cansbe bought in 
any drug store'or bookshop. Evcn 
books are confidently offered on the

AN IMPROVED.LAW OF’ erated 


Our system of property tenure and 
intestate succession, our doctrinés of 
descent and distribution, were in- 
herited from England, largely from 
feudal times, from common or statu- 
tory English law. . England threw 
away the obsolete rubbish .in 1925. 
The Jenks-Fearon bill, signed by 
Governor ROOSEVELT’on Monday and 
to become’ effective Sept! 1, 1980, 
simplifies the administration of es- 
tates, protects widows, orphans and 
dependents, removes - notorious . de- 
fects in the existing law. Our statute 
of descent, in the main, is older than 
the Constitution of the United States. 
In this country 90 per cent: of the 
persons who die without making a 
will leave only personal property. 
That is the prevailing form of wealth, 
as land used to be. Yet the confu- 
sion, often the injustice, of one set 
of rules for succession to real and 
another, for succession to personal 
property has been kept up. 

In the case of an intestate dece- 
dent there is to be a single rule of 
succession and a single class of dis- 
tributees for both sorts of property. 
The surviving wife’s or husband’s 
sharc is enlarged. The inheritance is 
no more to be flung among a brood 
of distant relations, but given to the 
nearer in blood and more dependent. 
So far as possible, real and personal 
property in the assets will be treated 
alike. The right of dower, so ven- 
erable and so pompous in sound,. is 
in fact an irony and a fraud. It 
gives.a widow not a third of her 
husband’s realty but for life one- 
third of its income. Rich men often 
take title to real property under a 
corporate name; and the shares of 
the corporation are personal prop- 
erty. 

The futility of dower is shown by 
the fact. that actions for its admeas- 
urement are extremely rare. So the 
widow’s dower and the husband’s 
courtesy are to end. Instead of a 
share in income, the survivor shares 
in all the property and may choose 
that share, though the will provide 
otherwise, Under the present dece- 
dent estate law, a testator may not 
bequeath more than half his estate 
for charitable purposes if a husband, 
wife, child or parent survive. The 
other half can be left to a stranger. 
Such cases are not uncommon. As 
has been said, a man is bound to 
support his wife while he lives, but 
nothing in the law prevents her be- 
in; left without a cent after his 
death. 

That posthumous cruelty is to be 
stopped. On useful but less vital 
provisions of the statute we need 
not dwell, It is enough to say that 
it is a necessary and too long de-} 
layed reform that promises to be of 
permanent value to many genera- 
tions. Being merely important and 
beneficial, not political or emotional, 
there: has been small flourish of 
trumpets about it. The Commission 
of Surrogates and three lawyers, ap- 
pointed by Governor SMITH; ‘of Sen- 
ators appointed by the President pro 
tem of the Senate, of Assemblymen 
appointed by the Speaker, has dug 
away at the subject since 1927. 
Every member deserves the thanks 
of the community; nor would .we 
withhold from the Legislature the 
credit. for passing a bill which has 
“nothing in it” for anybody except 
the public. 

To the proposer and chairman of 
the commission, Surrogate FOLeEy, 
who had learned by official experi- 
ence the faults in the law of wills 
and succession, the honor ‘of the ini- 
tiative and, presumably, the chief 
part in the amelioration of that law 
are due; but he would prefer that the 
honor be equally divided among the 
distributees. 








A CITY NOVEL. 


Not long ago a book reviewer 
ended his remarks about a new nove! 
of American farm life with a plea 
for a good book about city. people. 
He had praised the specimen under 
consideration, including it with half 
a dozen other recent examples .of 
the same kind of carefully. thought 
out, well-written rural tales which 
have been widely read. But he in- 
sisted hopefully that things happen 
and characters develop in surround- 
ings less rustic. Many non-profes- 
sional readers must agree with, him, 
and will be pleased to hear that .a 
substantial inducement to write a 
novel of American city life has just 
been proposed. 

The Woman’s Home Companion 
and the Bobbs-Merrill Company have 
offered a prize of $25,000 for a novel, 
to be submitted before the end of 
next March, which “ best depicts and 
“interprets the life of the modern 
“ American city.”

Some of the successful writers about 
the soil may yield to the temptation 
to come to town. 
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FREIGHTIN AMERICAN BOTTOMS 


A report to the Shipping Board 
indicates that 39 per cent of the 
foreign commerce ofthe United 
States in 1928 was carried in Ameri- 
can ships. This figure is higher than 
during any year since the Civil War, 
with the exception of 1920. It is 5 
per cent more than’ in 1926.  Al- 
though this increase is encouraging, 
it is not yet certain that it shows a 
permanent tendency. The ups and 
downs of American shipping are 
extreme. 

When the Republic was still young 
nearly all of America’s foreign com- 
merce was carried in American bot- 
toms. In 1795, and again in 1807, 
1825 and 1826, 92 per cent of our 
trade abroad was carried under the 
American flag. There was a brief 
though sharp decline during the War 
of 1812, but the figure varied be- 
tween 80 and 90 cent until the early 
40s. Even the great clipper ship 
era witnessed a slow but steady de- 
cline in the proportion of American 
goods carried by American skippers. 
By 1860 it had fallen to 66 per cent. 
During the ’70s this was cut in half: 
By the beginning of the present cen- 
tury it had fallen to 9 per cent. For 
the entire period from 1895 to 1915 
it averaged only about 10 per cent. 

The World War, like the Napo- 
leonic wars, gave a great impetus to 
American foreign commerce, despite 
constant interference with neutral 
shipping by the belligerents. Owing 
to the scarcity of foreign vessels and 
the high .cost of ocean freights 
American shipbuilding was greatly 
stimulated. In 1919 as high as 36.4 
per cent of our trade was carried by 
our own ships, and in 1920 43 per 
cent. Since then it has averaged a 
little over 35 per cent. 

Of. the obstacles and difficulties 
which American shippers. face and 
from which their foreign competitors 
are free it is not necessary here to 
speak. The technical aspects of the 
development of the merchant marine 
are complicated. But it is of gen- 
eral interest to the country at large 
to’ bear in mind that the United 
States was so long an important 
shipping nation. The report to the 
Shipping Board points out that there 
has. been a marked increase in 
American foreign commerce in the 
markets served by American ships. 





BEISANS IN NEW YORK. 


Beisan, a little town in Palestine, 
has recently been found to stand 
above five cities, with as many dif- 
ferent civilizations that have. swept 
to and fro between Asia and Egypt, 
finding here in passing a “ house of 
safety,” as the original name signi- 
fied. It may be said that Manhat- 
tan has many Beisans, save that the 
cities and villages which time has 
buried have left nothing in their 
dust that f€lls of the generations of 
men who once dwelt in them and 
went their way. “Ichabod” has 
been written over many a departed 
glory; and then, after a time, comes 
along a new generation, takes down 
the sign and builds a new glory 
on the same site.

THE HUDSON BAY GRAIN ROUTE 


Completion of the Hudson Bay 
Railway from The Pas to Port 
Churchill will. not be actually 
achieved until the track is  bal- 
lasted. The surface-on which the 
rails are laid is rough and in places 
wet. Until the frost is out of the 
ground, in a country where Winter 
lingers until the middle of May, the 
material to make a firm base for 
ties and steel cannot be worked into 
the muskeg. But word has come 
from Port Churchill that the last 
rail has been laid to Hudson Bay at 
a point 510 miles from The Pas and 
about 1,000 miles from Winnipeg. 
The Pas, an entrepét for Northern 
Manitoba and an important railway 
tow&, has of late become famous as 
a mining base. North of it in the 
wilderness are rich mineral _re- 
sources, chiefly copper and gold. In 
considering the future of the Hud- 
son Bay Railway the fact that it 
will tap pre-Cambrian shield, or 
mineral, territory must not be left 
out of the reckoning. 

Originally the railroad .was .de- 
signed to be a grain carrier, bringing 
the prairie Provinces hundreds of 
miles nearer Liverpool and London 
than does the rail route to Montreal 
and the voyage down the St. Law- 
rence to the Atlantic. The Hudson 
Bay Railway will be equipped to 
carry the harvests of Western Can- 
ada to Port Churchill. But there is 
no certainty that Hudson Bay and 
Hudson Strait, whose mouth or en- 
trance is further north than Cape 
Farewell, Greenland, will ever be an 
ice-free route in July, August and 
September. The gain of 602 miles 
to Liverpool may be offset by. the 
hazards of the far northern route. 


.Mr. LEWIS R. FREEMAN in his book 


“The Nearing North” includes this 
statement by a distinguished engi- 
neer who was engaged in construct- 
ing the Hudson Bay Railway: 

But with both railway and har- 
bor ready for operation, the suc- 
cess or failure of the Hudson Bay 
route will still hinge upon naviga- 
tion. Not the erratic hit-or-miss 
navigation that has been carried 
on in the bay for the last 300 
years, but a navigation that is rea- 
sonably safe, regular and certain. 
Unless the grain-carrying steamers 
can ply back and forth by this 
route at a risk little greater and 
a regularity little less than that of 
the competitive carriers running 
by the St. Lawrence, the Hudson 
Bay Railway will have a hard time 
justifying itself. 

Perhaps the leading authority 
upon the navigability of Hudson Bay 
is Commander GORDON, R. N.,. who 
made voyages in and out of it in 
1884, 1885 and 1886. He concluded 
that Hudson Strait offered no. serious 
obstruction from July 15 to: Oct. 15 
to protected steamers of 2,000 tons. 
Nevertheless, when Mr. FREEMAN 
asked Major MCLACHLIN about the 
bay and strait navigation “he 
“ grinned and handed me a sizable 
“sheaf of photographs showing 
“ steamers battling ice. In some of 
“these the chaos of up-ended ice 
“blocks stretched to the far hori- 
“zon.” The photographs were taken 

in July and August, 1913, but the 
season was late and unusually 
severe. Sailors whom Mr. FREEMAN 
talked with did not give a very good 
account of navigating the bay and 
strait in the Summer season. But 
ice-breakers and radio bulletins of 
ice-free channels may solve the 
problem. Mining should earn money 
for the Hudson Bay Railway in any

PANAMA cITY, April 2 ().—D:. 

H. Martin. ‘of Chicago,

of the Gorgas Memorial Institute of 
Tropical and Preventive Medicine at 
Washington, accepted tonight the 
Laboratory for Tropical Research 
and its site which was given by 
Panama in exchange for, another sitc 
desired for a new Presidential palacc. 
This building was built by Panama 
as a medical school, 

Dr. Martin left a hospital . bed 
where he was recuperating from in- 
fluenza to be-present at the formal 
dedication of the laboratory. “In his 
brief address he highly praised tho 
late Major Gen. William C, Gorgas 
for his work in wiping out yellow 
fever in Cuba and the Canal Zone. 

President Arosemena of Panama 
and: Governor Burgess of the Canal 
Zone were among those at the re- 
ception. tonight. 

The American Congress last year 
appropriated $50,000 annually to sup- 
port the work in which all Latin- 
American countries were invited to 
participate. 

Dr, Herbert C. Clark, director of 
the laboratory, has had long experi- 
ence in tropical countries, including 
eight years in the Canal Zone. 

Installation of laboratory equip- 
ment will take several months, after 
which research work will begin in 
earnest upon tropical diseases, 
especially malaria. Particular atten- 
tion is being directed to’ varieties of 
mosquitos in different regions. 


All Latin America to Shere. 
Special to the New York Times 
WASHINGTON, Apvil 2.—The Bite 
of the Gorgas laboratory is just ovt- 
side the city of Panama in’ the re- 
gion of Bella Vista on the scashorc. 
It was. donated by the Republic of 
Panama, which also will build the 
laboratory at an estimated cost of 
$750,000. This will cover only the 


cost of the building. Additional sums 
will be required: for laboratory 
equipment. 
Assurances’ have been given by 
many Latin-American. governments 
that they. will contribute: to the 
permanent maintenance of the lab- 
oratory. The purpose of the labor2- 
tory is to make studies of tropical 
diseases not only as protection to life 
and property in the Canal Zone but 
also as protection to.the United States 
against the influx of diseases which 
might become indigenous there: 


Present Facilitics Inadequate. 


The present facilities of Canal Zone 
hospitals aré not adequate for the 
carrying on of research work, ac- 
cording to members of the Gorgas 
Memorial Institute. 

The purposes of the establishment 
are explained in a statement by. Rep- 
resentative M. M, Thatcher of Ken- 
tucky, author of the bill committing 
this government to its support.

Sought to Recoup, Prosecutor 
Declares. 


‘Dr. Maximillian T. Rauh, a dapper, 
middle-aged Brooklyn physician, who 
believed he had a’scheme for ‘‘beat- 
ing ‘the market,”’. was arrested yes- 
terday afternoon as the man behind 
the $300,000 embezzlement in the 
Broadway-Gates Avenue branch of 
the Brooklyn Trust Company. 

Dr. Rauh was lodged in the ‘Ray- 
mond Street jail last night «after 
spending most of the day. closeted 
‘with District Attorney Dodd and 
Louis Dietz, former assistant ‘man- 
ager of the branch, who was arrested 
Monday after surrendering himself 
to Mr. Dodd. Mr. Dodd said he 
had obtained admissions from the 


physician and the 30-year-old bank 
manager that they had. connived for 
three years in manipulating the 
bank’s funds in what was at first 
an attempt to make “big money,”’ 

but soon became a frantic effort to 
cover up their losses, which daily 
became greater. 


Both to-Be Arraigned Today. 
Dr. Rauh and Dietz will be ar- 
raigned in the Gates Avenue court 
today on charges of grand larceny. 
Although the total amount of the 
alleged embezzlements is not yet 


known, bank examiners intimated 
yesterday that they probably will be 
more than $300, 

The. physician was taken into cus- 
tody by detectives at his home, ‘107-17 
Eighty-sixth Avenue, Richmond Hill, 
where he lives with his wife. He has 
cffices at 11 Palmetto Street, Brook 
lyn. He was said to have been a fa- 
miliar figure in the bank, where he 
appeared nearly every day, and had 
been a depositor for about sixteen 
years: Dietz began his employment 
in the bank as an office. boy eighteen 
years ago,“ 

The two men are believed to have 
become acquainted about three and 
one-half years ago when, according 
to the story told to Mr, ge ot Dr. 
Rauh approached BS with a 
scheme for makin ig money’’ by 
using the bank’s funds for specula- 
tive purposes, and repaying the bank 
with such profits as might accrue 
from the transactions. 


First Transaction Fixed in 1925. 


Their first transaction, it was said, 
was made on Dec. 26, 1925, when 
they bought 600 shares of American 
Ice at 135. . It soon went down to 117, 
showing a $12,000. Joss: to ‘the bank. 
To cover that loss, it was asserted, 
they began a second manipulation of 
the bank's funds, which in turn led 
to still another, until finally they be- 
came so involved as to find no way 
out.;. At times. their . transactions 
amounted to as high as $100,000, Mr. 
Dodd said, and although they occa- 
sionaly made. a profit it was never 
sufficient .to. cover their previous 
losses. 

The physician’s' aceount at the 
bank was ‘used:.as a cover for the 
transaction, it was said. Dr. Rauh 
would make a note in the,amount 
of the purchase price of the stock 
which they. desired to buy, according 
lo Mr. Dodd, and Dietz would cer- 
tify the note and obtain the stock 
fromthe broker. It would<-then be 
credited to Dr. Rauh’s account as 
collateral for the note he signed. 
No extra collateral was put up, and 
when the stock decreased in value 
the bank sustained the full loss, it 
was asserted. The loss would be 
temporarily covered by transferring 
other of the bank’s funds to Dr. 
Rauh’s account, the prosecutor said, 
and then Dietz would work ‘out a 
method of covering the second de- 
falcation. Thus he was led into a 
vicious circle, Mr. Dodd declared, 
sustained by the hope-that he would 
some day make a ‘“‘strike”’ and re- 
coup all his losses. 


Basis. of Case Against Doctor, 


On the day before last’ Christmas, 
Dietz told: Mr. Dodd, Dr. Rauh left 


for a holiday at Atlantic City. Be- 
fore he left, Dietz said, Dr. Raub 
wrote him that he believed that. be- 
tween $10,000 and $12,000 in profits 
must have accrued to-him.- ,brough 
their latest transactions, and that 
would like to have the. matter 
straightened out before he ‘got back. 
Dietz became panic-stricken, -ac- 
cording to Mr. Dodd, and trans- 
ferred $8,447 of the bank’s funds to 
Dr. Rauh’s account, guised as a 
loan. That alleged transaction is 
expected to be made. .the..basis. of 
a specific charge against the physi- 
cian, 

According to Mr. Dodd, the. physi- 
cian admitted yesterday that ‘‘he 
was doing wrong.’’ He laid his 
troubles to Dietz, but Dietz stead- 
fastly blamed the physician. © Dr. 
Rauh was described as ‘‘very cool’’ 
throwghout the loss qu Zz yes- 
terday. He is about 57 old, 

ray-haired and oof a ra sligh 
uild. .-He was dréssed somewhat 
fastidiously, and chatted with the 
detectives in <= lively manner after 
his .e nation. ietz was de- 
pressed. He looked worried and sul- 
len, and said nothing unless he was 
directly addressed. 

District Attorney Dodd will con- 
tinue his investigation. Bank  ex- 
aminers said they would be unable 
to check up on the total losses for 
some time. The embezzlements were 
covered by liability insurance.

While the stock market recovered 


{irregularly but appreciably yester- 


day, the money market gave no sign 
‘of relaxation.: The call-loan rate, it 
is true,..went\to 12 per cent as com- 
pared with Monday’s 15, and the 
speculative community talked of the 
“easing’’ of that market. That, how- 
ever, is an exceedingly relative mat- 
ter. A few months ago, 12 per cent 


|. would probably have.been described 
| asa “panic -rate,’’ 


but on the other 
hand, if call money had gone to 30 
per cent (as it:used to do in older 
times) and had fallen next day to 20, 
Wall Street would equally have ap- 
plauded the new rate. But rates on 
collateral time loans, which are still 
the true ..measure. of. the actual 
money situation, rose to the fairly 
uniform. figure;of 9, per cent, which 
is higher than any rate asked in 1920 
except. on..‘‘all-industrial collateral,’’ 
and commercial paper held stiffly at 
6 per cent. 

The Stock Exchange’s monthly re- 


“port on brokers’ loans was fairly in 


line with the Reserve bank’s com- 
pilation,-so far.as regarded increase 
during March. The last weekly Re- 
serve bank showing made the in- 
crease in a month $142,000,000; the 
Stock Exchange makes it $125,911,- 
000. But the Stock Exchange fig- 
ures are chiefly interesting because 
of their more comprehensive picture 
of the use of credit by New York 
brokers. The total now employed is 
$6,804,000,000,. covering only borrow- 
ings by members of the larger New 
York Exchange,.and not at the other 
stock exchanges in New York or 
elsewhere. It represents an expan- 
sion in twelve months of $2,164,000,- 
000,.or 46% per cent, and in two 
years an increase of $3,514,000,000, or 
106% per cent. In any other than 
their present mood, the apologists 
for the present stock market would 
recognize the absurdity of their own 
talk about ‘‘underwritings of new 
securities’? as the cause of the brok- 
ers’ loan inflation. 

Yesterday’s recovery on the Stock 
Exchange, which in separate active 
shares ranged mostly from 2 points 
to 5, with two or three extreme gains 
of 10 to 26, occurred on the smallest.

Needless to say, the recovery in 
yesterday’s stock market had no re- 
lation to anything in the news. The 
discussion of the Reserve Board’s 
policies is fast becoming a Donny- 
brook fair, in which everybody’s 
head is likely to be hit. Certainly 
the financial public has a sufficient 
variety of theories and proposals to 
select from. Probably, however, 
this very aspect of the controversy 
will protect us from the hasty and 
ill-considered legislation, the pros- 
pect of which occasionally frightens 
Wall Street. A word should be said 
of the innocently trustful plan of Mr. 
Durant to settle the whole pending 
controversy.through a ‘‘question- 
naire’’ to ‘100 executive heads,’’ as 
to whether the stocks of their com- 
panies are selling too high or not. 
One can imagine how the answers to 
such a leading question will pour in 
upon the gentleman who puts it.
